WE FACE A CHALLENGE 
Last week we suggested that our 
nation might be showing signs of 
growing physically soft, as indicated 
by the increasingly difficult time we 
are 
having 
in our international 
sports relations, especially in areas! 
of competition which require strict 
training. In fact, if it were not for 
our Negro athletes we wouldn’t make 
much of a showing. 
There are many aspects to this 
situation, and all of them suggest 
that we need to watch our stomachs, 
wind, and general good health. There 
is little doubt that we have more 
leisure hours and more time in 
which to have fun, but how do we go 
about making the most of it? 
Baseball is a major barometer of 
the change taking place in this na-

tion. The game is as good as ever, 
and probably the players are better 
than they were in the early years of 
the sport. This is the trend in all 
sports. The present lot always has 
the benefit of skills developed by 
earlier participants and they take it 
from there, adding new ideas. 
But baseball with a much larger 
population from which to draw than 
was the case with teams of ten, 
twenty, thirty, and forty years ago, 
is slipping in attendance. Minor 
league ball is hanging on by its 
nails. Local teams need large hunks 
of sponsor money to keep them alive. 
This is apt to happen to many 
other sports as we move along into 
the additional time for play. We have 
become a nation of participants, and 
the spectator sports are suffering 
from neglect. 
This is good in a way, but we 
fear that a vast majority of us do not 
participate with much effort, or in a 
way that requires conditioning. A 
case of beer, a tub of ice, anda pic­ 
nic spot is not a means of spending a 
holiday which is conducive to a thin­ 
ner waist or less chin. 
But this is not the entire story. 
The fact is we are running out of 
room for the many who have left the 
grandstands and want to do it them­ 
selves. Most communities lack the 
facilities for adult play. Which isn’t 
surprising when you remember that 
it has been quite a battle to sell them 
on adequate play grounds to take die 
boys and girls off the streets. If com ­ 
munity 
officials are blind where 
youth is concerned it is not surpris­ 
ing if they squeeze the dollar when 
major projects for the adults are 
mentioned. 
Warren is a very good example. 
It does not have enough playground 
area even for the boys and girls. It 
fails to keep the ones it does have 
open for enough months. If these 
areas and their programs are good 
for the young people two months a 
year, they must be equally good the 
rest of the warm season. 
Warren has eight hundred boys 
playing baseball. What does it have

for eight hundred girls? 
When Warren finally gets around 
to building that swimming pool about 
which it has talked for years on 
years, it may be very inadequate. It 
probably will not be sufficiently 
large to accommodate both the young 
people and the adults, and it also 
will serve only those who can find 
time to swim on about sixty days 
during the summer. 
Golf is a healthy exercise that 
takes you outdoors and makes you 
walk. But our golfers have only nine 
holes, and they belong to a country 
club which lim its its membership so 
tightly that most of those on the 
waiting list never will be admitted. 
Warren could use a public golf 
course and if industry is sincerely 
interested in providing one there are 
fine farms located near Warren 
which 
would economically serve 
that purpose. They have clear, rich 
land that will easily grow grass, and 
they have buildings which will save 
thousands of dollars. A large farm 
house can be converted into a club 
house, and a bam will house the 
expensive 
equipment 
needed 
to 
maintain a course. And in a truly 
public course every golfer would 
have an equal share. 
This area is rich in land that 
offers a natural setting for the 
hunting and fishing pleasures. This 
will develop in a slipshod manner 
and we are apt to come up with a 
second or third-rate play area which 
may prove to be more of a problem 
than it is an asset. 
We can avoid this by proper plan­ 
ning and with a sensible zoning pro­ 
gram. The result will increase the 
value of our individual properties 
and the general qualityof thearea by 
attracting the best class of visitors 
and facilities. 
We have many valleys through 
which flow mountain stream s and a 
major river going through our midst. 
A half million acres of national for­ 
est borders all of this. It is a na­ 
tural, but we hear complaints about 
the lack of good fishing, the size of 
the deer, and other words of dis­ 
satisfaction. This is not the kind of 
grumbling which brings the best of 
sportsmen back for m ore. 
Warren is unique in its recrea­ 
tional problem only as it applies to 
the 
natural 
surroundings. 
Most 
communities lack such a background 
and actually this is far more than a 
Warren asset. It is one for the entire 
county to utilize to its benefit, and 
two-thirds of the county's population 
lives outside of the county seat. 
If we are to be a healthy nation of 
participants we must provide the 
facilities for those who need to get 
off of their upholstery and reduce 
their occupational cushion. 


NOT RACIAL 
Referring back to an early para­ 
graph in which we said America 
would not be doing so well if it were 
not for our Negro athletes, we men­ 
tion this only as proof of our con­ 
tention that we are growing soft. 
As each race comes to this nation 
and climbs the economic scale it 
makes the most of the opportunities 
that are immediately available. 
The ring once was filled with 
Irish fighters because the uneduca­ 
ted portion of the new arrivals found 
a ready mint in sports. And because 
of their hardy background they were 
in condition for physical action. 
Then came such races as the 
Italians who in turn made the most 
of the sports arenas as a means of 


making a good living. Now we see 
Puerto Ricans making the most of it, 
and of course the Negro who has not 
been 
fully freed economically is 
earning big money in professional 
sports and is getting his education 
through his prowess. 
But these racial examples only 
prove our point. As we develop eco­ 
nomically, are assim ilated into the 
American kettle, and do not need 
physical hardiness to earn a living, 
sporting activities which require 
serious training lose their attraction 
and we drop them when the natural 
condition of youth leaves us. 
We suspect we face this danger, 
but we also believe that the addi­ 
tional hours for pleasure are serv­ 
ing to draw us out into the areas 
of physical effort. Given the facili­ 
ties and a wisely planned program 
this nation can enjoy a great physi­ 
cal advantage through che leisure 
which its ingenuity has made possi­ 
ble. 
It is a challenge to us as a nation 
which we want to keep alive, and it 
also is a challenge to us as indi­ 
viduals who have a strong inclination 
to continue breathing.

ATTRACTIVENESS LEADER 
Pennsylvania is doing more than 
any other state to attract industry 
to its borders. So says Mill and 
Factory, the industrial magazine, 
which is published in New York city. 
The July issue carries the results 
of a nation-wide survey among in­ 
dustrial firm s as to their plant 
location thinking, says a Depart­ 
ment of Commerce release, and 
Pennsylvania is making a favorable 
impression. 
Right behind are Georgia, Ohio, 
Florida, and Indiana. The three 
which are doing the most to dis­ 
courage new industry are Michigan, 
New York and M assachusetts. 
What does industry look for? F a­ 
vorable labor relations, nearness 
of market, transportation, new raw 
m aterials, 
adequate 
water 
an d 
power, and sane tax policies.

GAS EXPANDS 
Gas not only is expanding its 
price to the consumer, but it also 
is adding many new fuel burners. 
It expects to spend a record $1 
billion, $859 million, or close to 
$2 billion, in 1959 on construction. 
In the next four years it will 
spend close to $8 billion, which is 
25 per cent more than it spent in 
the previous four-year period. This 
will be done by selling bonds and 
debentures for 46 per cent of the 
money, the ,sale of common and 
preferred stocks for 21 per cent 
of the amount, and the other 33 per 
cent will come from internal sourc­ 
es. 
That internal source is the one 
that bothers us. Utilities have a 
neat way of using this share as a 
major part of their cost when they 
present their books for a support 
of appeals for increased rates. Cur­ 
rent increases being allowed by the 
Public Utilities Commission you 
can be sure will be followed by 
more to take care of that “ inter­ 
nal” share. 
Meanwhile, the gas industry says 
that its common stock shares have 
increased in value about 7 per cent 
since last year and that June divi­ 
dends are 2.5 per cent higher than 
a year ago, with a yield of 4.31 
per cent at current market prices. 
They feel no pain as each month 
seems to represent a new record. 
And that sales pitch is for those 
who would buy the bonds and stocks 
needed for the other 67 per cent.

TASTIER STEAK 
If you think mushrooms make 
your steak more tasty, imagine how 
sharp a job they will do with your 
taste glands after Pennsylvania State 
University gets through with its 
new research project. It is spend­ 
ing $63,000 on a mushroom research 
center. This will pay for the build­ 
ing, Equipment will be paid for by 
the American Mushroom Institute, 
consisting of over six hundred mush­ 
room growers in this nation, who 
will check out $13,500. 
Meanwhile, the laboratory of Dr. 
Leon Kneebone, director of the pro­ 
gram, will continue in operation. 
This laboratory contains the world’s 
most extensive collection of pure 
mushroom 
cultures an d micro­ 
organisms associate I with mush­ 
room production. Ile has about 800 
specimens.

At an oil centennial dedication 
ceremony in Tidioute Wednesday, 
Ed Lutz of Evans City, Pa., was 
given the honor of unveiling the 
marker at the J. L. Grandin well 
site. Mr. Evans was bom August 
17, 1859, ten days before Colonel 
Drake drilled in the first success­ 
ful oil well at Titusville. Until his 
retirement Mr. Evans was engaged 
in oil well drilling and producing. 
T h e 
Grandin 
well, 
strangely 
enough, never produced a drop of 
oil, but is famous for its many 
firsts: 
first well to be drilled in 
Warren county, first “ dry hole” 
in the oil industry, first hole to 
have the tools become lodged, and 
first well in which an explosive 
charge was used. 
Participating in the ceremonies 
were Ernest C. Miller, historical 
consultant to Oil Centennial, Inc.; 
Dr. William Cashman, president of 
Warren County Historical Society; 
Harry Logan, Jr., chairman of oil 
division of Oil Centennial; J. P. 
Jones, chairman of the board of Oil 
Centennial and also master of cere­ 
monies; James B. Stevenson, pub­ 
lisher of the Titusville Herald who 
substituted for Dr. S. K. Stevens, 
executive director, of the Penn­ 
sylvania Historical and Museum 
Commission. Also present was Miss 
Anna Grandin, niece of the man 
whose initial failure was followed 
by many successful ventures in the 
oil fields.

Indians Asked To 
Support Dam 


Residents of the Seneca Nation! 
Because it is our belief that the 
interests of any nation lies* not 
in its past* but in its future, we 
want to present some facts concern­ 
ing the Kinzua dam which we think 
will bear consideration by the mem­ 
bers of your tribe. 
We know and understand your 
determination to retain ownership 
of your lands and, as we have said 
in the past, are fully sympathetic 
to your views. Yet, the retention of 
your reservation lands at any cost, 
especially when it would deprive 
you of other gains which would be 
of great benefit to your nation in the 


future, is not easily understood. 
Seemingly, the famed judgment of 
the Seneca people is not being ap­ 
plied to this particular situation. 


First, have you considered that 
the Seneca Nation would, in effect, 
control the upper half of this reser­ 
voir; a body' of water that promises 
to be a veritable sportsman’ s para­ 
dise? 
With your licensing rights, 
which you now have, all of the 
hunting and fishing privileges on 
the upper reaches of this dam would 
be licensed by you, thus giving your 
government a source of considerable 
income annually. Only a moment s 
thought will convince you this li­ 
censing would be highly profitable. 
A body of water as large as the 
proposed dam would attract great 
numbers of duck and geese in sea-

son and would be heavily populated 
by fish of many species. This alone 
should attract thousands of sports­ 
men yearly to the area, especially 
to the upper half of the dam where 
both the hunting and fishing will be 
the best. Then, too, because both 
the spring and summer pool (in 
the upper area) will lie entirely 
within the boundaries of your re s- 
ervation it is reasonable to think 
that you could collect license fees 
from all pleasure boats entering 
the reservoir at your docks. 


The income from these source s, 
along with the employment these 
activities would furnish your resi­ 
dents, would boost the economy of 
the lower reservation and should 
more than compensate for the few 
families which would have to move 
to higher ground. 


Further than this, there is an­ 
other profitable aspect of the Kin- 
I zua dam which you should care— 
(fully 
consider. 
With 
a modem 
I highway (which is a part of the 
kinzua project) running completely 
around the impoundment it is natur­ 
al that thousands upon thousands 
| of sightseers andtourists will travel 
(this road, and as twenty to twenty- 
five miles of it will lie within the 
I boundaries of your reservation the 
I profit-potential of doing business 
| with these travelers is obvious. 


And going a bit further, the ease­ 
ment land, some 5000 acres of 
your land which would only oc­ 
casionally be flooded, although not 
suitable for residential purposes, 
could be developed into forested 
plots that would increase in value 
with each passing year and should 
eventually be of considerable ec­ 
onomic importance. This, while you 
are collecting easement payments 
from the U. S. Government 
In 
fact, there are many facets of this 
proposed 
encroachment 
on your 
lands that can, with proper plan­ 
ning, be developed into assets which 
will be beneficial to all future gen­ 
erations of Senecas. 


As it is now, you have spe 
considerable sums — enough to 
furnish a higher education to many 
worthy Seneca scholars — without 
gaining your objective. It is pos­ 
sible that you could spend much 
more without getting any concrete 
results. Therefore, we think you 
would do well to re-consider your 
attitude towards the Kinzua dam, 
for even if you eventually can be 
successful in retaining your lands 
as they are today, it will be an 
empty victory. 
You will have your 
lands, but little else. On the other

mercials go, it’s one of the best. 
Perhaps it’s just wishful think­ 
ing, but it does seem to me that 
an era of candor in advertising 
is abroad in TV. 
In my naive way, I had always 
thought that 
a product 
ought to 
advertise its primary virtue, bor 
instance, a soap’s prime function 
is to get you clean and I thought 
they ought to advertise that. But 
no. 
Soap ads continued to boast 
the soap would make you ten years 


younger or it’d get a girl for you 
or stop body odors or anything 
except get you clean. But now these 
Mr. Clean commercials come a- 
long. Not only does the name of 
the thing salute cleanliness but the 
whole body of the commercial is 
a paean to cleanliness — a virtue 
which was never even considered 
in the old soap ads. 
Similarly, a car’s chief purpose 
in life (I thought) was to get you 
around. But you’d never guess it 
from the ads. You bought a car 
for the torsion-free hydraflugs. Or 
maybe you were entranced by the 
dynaflow with the automatic thrust. 
Or 
splitaction forward look. But 
now Chewy emphasizes the car 
will get you there, If you’re in 
Paris, you can see the town in 
your car. And a cleaner advertises 
that it’ll clean your house and every­ 
thing in it. 
This has the simplicity of great 
sophistication. 
It won’t last, 
of 
course, but while it does, I applaud 
it. Maybe we can even look forward 
to the day when a watch will be 
advertised not because it’s em­ 
braceable or because it can swim 
underwater like a fish or because 
distinguished people wear it but 
simply because it tells time.

To get back to the travel theme, 
the Ed Sullivan show was a taped 
tidbit from Spoleto, Italy, featuring 
Gian Carlo Menotti’ s Festival of 
Two Worlds. To my great regret, 
I didn’t see all of it.

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THAT LOVER AGAIN 
There has been so much dis­ 
cussion of the book "Lady Chatter- 
ley’s Lover” 
and the efforts to 
censor it and the movie made from 
it, that you might be interested in 
what the official release of the 
Post Office Department has to say. 
Here it is: 
During the month of June, 1959, 
the Postm aster General issued a 
Departmental Decision against the 
following: 
GROVE PRESS, INC, at New York, 
N. Y., and READERS' SUBSCRIP­ 
TION, INC., at New York, N. Y.: 
The Postm aster General noted 
that the unexpurgated edition of 
"Lady Chatterley’s Lover” , barred 
from the United States mails since 
1928, had been presented for mail­ 
ing by Grove P ress, publishers of 
the first American unexpurgated 
version and advertisements for the 
book had been circulated by Readers* 
Subscription, Inc. 
In finding that the book is obscene 
and non-mailable and also finding 
that the circulars giving information 
where the book may be obtained, are 
non-mailable, the Postm aster Gen­ 
eral stated that contemporary com­ 
munity standards are not such that 
this book should be allowed to be 
transm itted in the mails. 
Any literary m erit the book may 
have, Mr. Summerfield wrote, is 
far outweighed by the pornographic 
and smutty passages and words, so 
that the book, taken as a whole, is 
an obscene and filthy work. There­ 
fore, the Postm aster General could 
see no need to modify or reverse 
the prior rulings - going back over 
30 years - of the Post Office De­ 
partment and the Department of the 
Treasury with respect to this edition 
of "Lady Chatterley’s Lover.”

"My Life and Loves in Greenwich 
Village” , “ Is Sex Necessary” , or 
why you feel the way you do, as 
discussed by Jam es Thurber, " I he 
Adequate Male” , " I he Male Hor­ 
mone” , “ How P aris Amuses Itself” , 
and on through fifty-one more vol­ 
umes of sim ilar trend. 
The prices range from $1.25 for 
Thurber’s opinion to $10.50 for 
'The Sexual, Marital, and Family 
Relationships of the English Wo­ 
man” , by Dr. 
Eustace Chesser, 
with collaborators, it says there on 
the bargain bulletin.

STATE'S LONGEST SINGLE SPAN 
SUSPENDED ABOVE ALLEGHENY RIVER

Do people talk more today or 
are there just more people to talk? 
With the population exploding all 
around us, telephone companies are 
constantly expanding and increasing 
their services to meet consumer 
demand which grows in proportion 
to rising census figures. 
Just last week, the Bell Telephone 
Company completed an expansion 
service near Tidioute which added 
twenty-three circuitstothe previous 
three. This in itself is not an unusual 
situation since such additions are 
continually being made. 
What makes the Tidioute project 
unique is that the circuits are in­ 
corporated in the longest single 
span cable in the state. Add to this 
the fact that the thirteen-hundred 
foot cable is suspended across the 
Allegheny River and you have an 
engineering feat a little more com­ 
plicated than the every day run-of- 
the-mill wire-stringing. 
This 
particular 
problem w as 
worked out on paper by engineer 
Jack Skinner, of Warren, and execut­ 
ed by line foremen Denny Bonace, 
of Warren, and R. L. Himes, of 
Bradford. Carrying out orders on 
land, in the water and in the air 
were crew members Luther Whit­ 
taker, Dick Morrison, ConradDehn, 
David Beal, J. C. Christy, Ted 
Reed, Frank Ebach, Malcoln An­ 
drews and Elmer Roth. Together, 
they put in about 170 hours on the 
$3000 project. 
Drafting the blueprints was but 
one of the preliminary steps. Per­ 
mission to proceed with construc­ 
tion had to be obtained from the 
Pennsylvania Department of High­ 
ways, the Department of Forests 
and Waters, the Army Engineers, 
th e 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
and 
others, 
On the noah and south banks of 
the Allegheny, supporting three- 
pole structures were erected. Then 
the catenary, or carrier cable, was 
suspended from these two points. 
On tliis swaying platform, high above 
the river, the buggies of crewmen 
shuttled back and forth as the job 
of stringing cable and messenger 
circuit was carried out. 
Seven hangers, placed at inter­ 
vals of about 162 feet, and varying 
in length from three and one-half 
feet in the center to thirteen and 
one-half feet at the ends, were sus­ 
pended from the catenary to support 
the messenger circuit and cable. 
The latter were securely fastened 
together by a “ lashing” machine, 
a contrivance which travels along 
the wire revolving rapidly and bind­ 
ing the two strands together. 


Teamwork is an important factor 
in any construction operation and 
was most evident in this particular 
project. Foremen directed opera­ 
tions from either side of the river 
via binoculars and a walkie-talkie 
system; signals and orders were 
given, received and executed with­ 
out a hitch; each crewman had his 
particular job to do and did it well 
so that each piece of the jig-saw 
puzzle fell neatly into place. 
Important, too, was the spirit 
of camaraderie prevailing among 
the workers, There were mutual 
respect 
and 
cooperation under­ 
scored by friendship and good hi*- 
mor.

EAR THE OUTDOORS? 
The current release of the Penn­ 
sylvania Game Commission has a bit 
of common sense in it concerning 
some of the common fears of those 
who do not venture into the “ wilds” . 
Here it is: 
There are persons who would like 
to spend more time in the out-of- 
doors in the warm months. But they 
deprive themselves of the pleasure 
because they abhor flies and mos­ 
quitoes, bum under the direct rays 
of the summer sun, get sick while 
in a boat or fear venomous snakes 
and poison plants. Usually, the ap­ 
prehensions are overcome through 
understanding, and modem science 
has provided preventives that fend 
off pesky insects. Therefore there 
is little reason for most humans to 
miss otherwise desirable boat rides, 
camping trips, hikes or fishing ex­ 
cursions that help to make life more 
worthwhile. 
Proper clothing will protect the 
skin from reasonable exposure, anc 
suntan lotions are a great help to the 
person who bums easily. One who 
becomes seasick can purchase “ in­ 
surance” from a drug store. Avail- 
jable in tablet form are seasickness 
preventives while one is on rolling 
or rough waters. And new-type re­ 
pellents, in spray, liquid or stick 
form offer almost complete protec­ 
tion from pesky flies, chiggers and 
mosquitoes. 
Learning the appearance of poison 
ivy and other plants for which a per­ 
son has an allergy, then avoiding 
them, largely removes the poison 
plant bugaboo. There are many kinds 
of snakes in Pennsylvania but only 
the rattlers and the copperhead are 
venomous.
